The vote at Monday night's special meeting of the 
Vigo County Public Library Board was 4 to 3 to main- 
tain the status quo, with the so-called “philosophical 
majority” of four defeating a minority resolution to 
ereate a separate Class I library board. 

The meeting at the Vigo County Schoo! Corpora- 
tion’s new Administration Building, 961-Lafayette Ave., 
‘followed the statutory meeting of the Vigo County 
‘Board of School Trustees. Both boards comprise the 
same seven members elected for four-year terms. 
| _ Peter A. Farmer, William Llewellyn, Paul Haas 
jand Jchn Sutherland, whose terms all expire next May, 
voted against the resolution introduced by Pr. Iverson 
‘Bell that would have resulted in separatian of the 
boards, Voting with Dr. Bell were Mrs. Charfétte Cald- 
well arid John Valle. Š 

The impetus for the separation of the boards came 
several months ago when bond counsel informed VCPL 
attorney Jordan Lewis that the present library board 
(a Class II) could not be approved to issue bonds for 
construtcion of a new library. 


The legality of the school board’s doubling as a

Under the Public Library Law 
of 1947 as amended, the seven 
members would serve without 
compensation. Three would be 
appuinted by the circuit court 
judge, two by the county com- 
missioners and two by the 
schol board. The law also re- 
quices that each appointing 
autharity must appoint at least 
one woman. 

Oojections from Farmer, 
Liewellyn. Haas and Suther- 
land primarily concerned the 
polities of the appointments. 

Lieweliyn led off saying that 
though he Favored a separate 
board. it shovld not be “a 
politically controlled hoard” 
and he prefer red that the 
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library board be elected.

At that tie, Haas said, the 
school board automatically be- 
gan to act also as a library 
board for the entire county. 
Lewis explained that Brewer, 
as bonding counsel, would be 
answerable to purchasers of the 
bonds if the legality of the li- 
brary board was successfully 
challenged in court. i 
A possible solution to the 
problem would be a special act 
of the Indiana General Assem- 
bly setting up a Class I library 


in Vigo County and outlining! 


procedures for. election of a 
board. 

A motion to set up a Class I 
board with the trustees ap- 
pointed by various elected offi- 
cials was rejected by the board 
last July. At that time a chief 
argument against such a policy 
was that the board members 
should be elected and not ap-

By the end of 1973 there will 
be $400,000 in the library Im- 
provement Reserve Fund, and 
$90,000 is expected to be added 
in.1974. There has been no firm 
estimate on projected costs of 
building the new library on the 
former Wiley School: site.

SEC. 7. Any Class II library may convert to Class I status at any time 
after the passage of this act by passing the following resolution: 
Public Library by action of its Board of Trustees (or library board) hereby 
resolves andelects to change its identity and tobecome a library district under 
Chapter 321 of the Acts of 1947, which act is known as the Public Library Law 
of 1947, 

Before such resolution shall be effective under this act it shall be signed 
by notless than a majority of the members of the library board. The effective 
date of the conversion shall be the date on which a majority of the members of 
the library board have signed the resolution of conversion. 

A copy of such resolution of conversion shall be recorded by said board 
within five (5) days in the office of the county recorder and at the same time a 
copy also shall be filed with the Indiana State Library, and notice shall be 
given by the library board to all officials who have appointive powers under 
the provisions of this act and it shall be the duty of such officials forthwith to 
appoint a new library board for such library. Members of the old board shall 
remain as members of the new library board until a majority of the new li- 
brary board has been appointed and such new appointees have qualified. 

The filing of such resolution of conversion shall be deemed final and con-

district entitled to enjoy ali the rights and privileges granted to library dis- 
tricts by this act. 

Upon the filing of the resolution and the appointment and qualification of 
the new library board as hereinafter provided, any existing tax levies shall 
continue under prior law until the next succeeding tax levying period at which 
time the tax provisions of this act shall bccome operative. The obligation of 
any political subdivision to levy and collect taxes for library purposes is not 
released by the resolution of conversion. Such resolution of conversion, once 
filed, is irrevocable. A library may not after converting to a Class I library 
revert to Class II.

Any member of a library board created under this act shall be cligible to 
reappointment for not more than three (3) consecutive terms; however, a 
member of a library board as of July 1, 1965, may be reappointed to not more 
than three (3) consecutive terms after that date. A board member may he re- 
moved at any time by the appointing authority, after public hearing, for any 
cause which interferes with the proper discharge of his duty as a member of 
such board or for cause which jeopardizes public confidence in the member.

Example of New Albany Public Library: 


"In October 1964 the Board of Trustees of the New Albany-Floyd County 
Consolidated School Corporation, acting in its capacity as a library 
board, voted to relinquish the control of the New Albany Public Library, 
and at the December 8, 1964 meeting passed a resolution to convert the 
library from a Class II library to a Class I library under a separate 
library board, and the resolution of conversion was filed with the 

Floyd County Recorder on December 10, 1964. The organization meeting 

of the new library board was held on January 7, 1965."(from a booklet 
published for the dedication of the new library building 1969) 
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The New Albany Public Library was founded on May 9, 1884, . 
under the Library Law of 1883, which permitted School Boards to +- 


organize and administer public libraries. In 1948 after Indiana’s 
Library Laws had been codified, the Board of the School City of 


New Albany, acting in its capacity as a library board; voted to re-. 
tain control of the New Albany Public Library which was then es- . 


tablished as a Class II library under the provisions of the Library 
Law of 1947. From 1948 through 1964, therefore, the New Albany 
Public Library operated under the Library Law of 1883, and the 
Library Law of 1947 as amended. 


In 1956 the New Albany School City reorganized as the New 
Albany-Floyd County Consolidated Schoo! Corporation, and the 
New Albany Public Library’s taxing district was declared the same 
as its board's, „Library service was extended to all residents of 
Floyd County at this time. 2 


In October 1964, the Board of Trustees of the New Albany- 
Floyd County Consolidated Schoo! Corporation, acting in its ca- 
pacity as a library board, voted to relinquish the control of the New 
Albany Public Library, and at the December 8, 1964 School Board

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LIBRARY BOARD 


In 1969 H.E.L.P. raised the question of having the Library Board 
separated from the School Board. Mr. Ed Howard, Director of the 
Vigo County Public Library, recommended to the School Board that 
he prepare a study on the feasibility of a separate (appointed) 
library board, Mr. Howard reported at the May 1969 meeting, 
noting "that elected board members are subject to recall and the 
voice of the electorate decides whether they secceed themselves 
in office.

WHAT KIND OF LIBRARY BOARD FOR VIGO COUNTY? 


Our local public library system has changed greatly in the past few years, 
moving =-~- as have all progressive systems -~ beyond being only a book depository 
toward becoming a vital education and communication center. Questions have been 
raised about the kind of library board Vigo County now needs, and HELP feels a 
look at the present plan and alternatives is in order. 


In 1881 the Indiana General Assembly passed enabling legislation to establish 
public libraries in connection with common schools in all cities of 10,000 or more 
and to define duties and powers of Boards of School Trustees in relation to libraries. 
In 1882 the Terre Haute School Board purchased property, established and began to 
administer our free public library. In 197 the General Assembly passed the Public 
Library Law which authorized libraries which had been controlled by school boards 
to have boards of their own either (1) by the same board functioning as a library 
board, or (2) by an appointed board. There is no provision under present Indiana 
Law for a separate elected library board. In 1953 the Terre Haute School Board re- 
solved to form itself into a separate library board in accordance with the 1947 
Public Library Law. With school reorganization in 1960 both the school board and 
the library board became county boards. 


There are certain advantages to this plan. Since board members are elected 
they are subject to recall by voters. ‘The system unites two institutions with the 
common concern of public education, making coordination of public and school library 
service more effective. Libraries under this system are a concern of the state and 
are not subject to local governmental changes. The school connection strengthens 
the professional position of library personnel and lessens the danger of political 
influence. Our library enjoys an economic advantage at the present time as it 
contracts, at a modest fee, with the school corporation for bookkeeping and related 
financial services, insurance cost is lessened because it is part of the school 
package. 


An appointed board is an alternative to our present system. Such a board would 
consist of 3 members appointed by the Judge of the Circuit Court, 2 by the County 
Commissioners and 2 by the school trustees. Members of an appointed board would not 
have to divide their time between school and library affairs as they would be re- 
sponsible föt the library only. An appointed board could also have its own bonding 
power and political ties could-make library support stronger. 


In some places thought is being given to the idea of discontinuing library 
boards, but this would not be a possibility under present Indiana law. 


Last year the Vigo County Public Library Board asked Director Ed Howard to pre- 
pare a study on the feasibility of a separate (appointed) library board. Mr. Howard 
reported at the May 1969 meeting, noting "that elected board members are subject to 
recall and the voice of the electorate decides whether they succeed themselves in 
office. The appointed board, or members thereof, can be reappointed at the dis- 
cretion of the appointing authority for up to four terms, or 16 years." He 
recommended the present school-library board arrangement be continued for the 
present if the board felt it was able to give the time required to the conduct of 
library business.

NEW LIBRARY LAW ENACTED BY 1965 LEGISLATURE 


Mr. Taylor stated the Auditor of Vigo County had questioned the validity 
of the Vigo County School Corporation operating the public library, and was 


pleased to state that a new law had been enacted by the 1965 Legislature that 
should dispel any questions, 


The law to wit: 


"House bill 1080 is a bill to amend the library law of 1947. 
Sec, 5, lines 16-23 read as follows: 


"16. In the case of any public library heretofore established 


or otherwise coming under this Act, the territory of said 
library district shall be conclusively presumed to be the 
territory which includes the property against which a tax 
has been levied for library purposes in said library 
district for the two years preceding the enactment of 
this Act. A certificate of the county auditor as to the 
property against which the tax for library purposes was 
levied shall constitute conclusive evidence as to the 
territory included in said library district." 


RESOLUTTON-~LIBRARY POARD 
The Board of School Trustees acting in its capacity as the Library Board of 
the Emeline Fairbanks Library: 


RESOLVES, that this Board does now and hereby elect to have the powers and 
rights with respect to the management, control, financing, issuance of bonds,

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Which lawyer you hire can makè a big 
difference. Library patrons in Vigo County 
are finding this out the hard way—by see- 
ing construction of a new central library 
suffer delay upon delay. For months the 
Board has been trying to have bonds issued 
to supply funds for building a library. 

In most states one bond firm passes on 
the legal validity of about 80% of all bond 
issues. Indiana’s library bond specialist is 
Dave Brewer of the Indianapolis law firm 
Ice, Miller, Donadio and Ryan. Vigo County’s 
library board did not employ Brewer as bond 
counsel; however, bond companies the lib- 
rary has contacted require Brewer’s approv- 
al before they will handle this bond issue. 
Brewer will not approve Vigo County library 
bonds because he thinks adequate enabling 
legislation was not passed at the time of 

school consolidation. If Brewer is correct. 
you might wonder why the State Board of 
Accounts and the State Tax Commissioners 
have never raised a similar question about 
the library’s operations. Apparently an of- 
ficial Attorney General opinion is not ade- 
quate to resolve this technical question. In 
order to clarify this so that bonds can be 
sold, bond attorneys allege there must be 
judicial determination insuring that ours is 
a properly constituted library board. This is 
why the League of Women Voters, with 
blessings from the library board, is insti- 
gating a “friendly law suit.” 

A competely separate issue facing the 
library board is whether it should be separ- 
ated from the School Board. Of 100 libraries 
originally existing in this state as Class II 
institutions and having one board act in 
both capacities, Vigo County library director 
Ed Howard says only two remain—South 
Bend and Vigo County. All that is required 
to change this is for the board to pass a 
resolution to separate the two and become 
a Class I library. Then the library board 
becomes an appointed body, with three 
members appointed by the Circuit Court 
Judge, two members appointed by the 
County Commissioners. and two members 
appointed by the School Board. Such a move 
has been defeated several times in the past, 
but will probably be raised again after the 
school board election.

A survey Metropolitan 
ran showed that poor Terre Haute mail ser- 
vice and lack of mail sorting facilities woulu 
cost the company $2 million a day. Terre 
Haute’s loss will be another city’s gain. 

Increased rates have almost emptied the 
Federal Building. In the last few years the 
Soil Conservation Service, Army and Air 
Force Recruiting have moved out. The Ex- 
tended Service and Internal Revenue are 
preparing to leave. 

Formerly the Extension Service was not 
required to pay rent; now its rent has been 
set at $14,000 to $16,000 a year. Vigo County 
pays this bill to the postal department. 
While there has been some talk of reducing 
the figure, the County Commissioners be- 
lieve it would be cheaper to house the Ex- 
tension Service in new space to be built over 
the Court House’s boiler plant. 

* k k k 

Dissident Republicans (those on the outs 
with Vigo County Chairman Tom Hicks) 
think one of their biggest problems stems 
from not having any legal help. All local 
Republican lawyers are on the other side, 
they complain. 

Republican precinct committeemen and 
vice-committeemen meet on the Saturday 
following. the primary to elect a county 
chairman. Twenty-one precincts do not have 
anyone running for Republican committee- 
men, so the current county chairman will 
have an opportunity to appoint 42 commit- 
teemen who will vote in this contest. 

Hick’s Republican opponents, they say, 
were told. just before filing closed, that 
there was a Republican running for com- 
mitteemen in every precinct. Therefore, they 
concentrated their efforts on the state con- 
vention delegates and filed an opposition 
slate of 22 candidates.

City Councilman Pete Chalos has `intro- 
duced an ordinance which would repeal sub- 
division control in Terre Haute. Word is that 
this is a continuation of the hassle over re- 
zoning a parcel of land on Wallace Avenue. 

The Board of Zoning Appeals originally 
recommended a “variance” permitting con- 
struction of 4 units (8 apartments) on one 
lot in a residential neighborhood zoned for 
two-family homes. Unfortunately, the build- 
er somehow secured a building permit and 
begun work on the apartments. Neighbors 
hired a lawyer and were able to convince the 
City Council to turn down his request. Next 
the builder turned to Area Planning for 
project clearance as a subdivision, with 3 
units (6 apartments). This request was de- 
nied, because it failed to conform to a num- 
ber of requirements. 

The subdivision ordinance is a joint, co- 
operative effort of all Vigo County govern- 
mental units. We fear that if Terre Haute 
pulls out, it will set a bad example for other 
participating units of government. Subdi- 
vision control is a basic tool for setting 
development standards and placing costs of 
subdivision developments where they be- 
long—on the developer, rather than the tax- 
payer. It also offers purchasers certain guar- 
antees as to proper drainage, roads, lighting, 
street signs, etc. It is a vital step towards 
making this a better place to live. 
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The Fire Department has reque 
$14,000 (beyond its current Bee eee tna 
in revenue sharing money from the City 
Council. Part of this sum is to pay for oxy- 
gen masks and tanks, part for a third am- 
bulance. 

_This is the third time that mone 

third ambulance has been requested. ig 
uary, the Indiana Department of Traffic 
Safety and Vehicle Inspection granted $10,- 
500 toward the purchase. At about the same 
time the County Council appropriated $7,900 
for the balance of the cost of the ambulance. 
Now, some 4 months later and with no ap- 
parent action on the purchase, here’s an- 
other request for money for the same, fully 
equipped ambulance. What goes on here?

The idea of fashioning canes 
from interestingly-shaped sticks 
found along the way has now 
grown to a. sizeable. collection. 

Maners peels off ‘the bark. 
then finishes the cane by use 
‘of various techniques, trying to 
retain the natural shape of the 
stick as far as possible. In 
some cases. he has removed 
vines. finished them to look 
like snakes and then restored 
then to the original groove 
in the wood. In others he has 
used the grooves left by vine 
to provide the design of the 
cane. 

Much of the design off each 
cane is built.around the original 
contour and marking of the 
wood itself. Finishing is done 
largely with steel wool and shel- 
lac. Some cane heads have 
been carved to look like snakes, 
but a number have utilized a 
natural bend in the wood.

EVALUATION OF THE BUILDING PROGRAM STATEMENT 


ef the Vigo County Public library 


The Building Program Statement presents a well detailed study that 
reflects much thought and effort on the part of many people, It is 
based on the present population of the library's service area and assumes 
that the population will not change to any great extent in the foreseeable 
future. 

library buildings are usually planned to serve their communities for 
twenty years without the need of additional space, Frankly, I am fearful 
of assuming that the population of the Vigo County Public library will 
remain stable for twenty years and would recommend research be made to 
justify or refute that assumption before the size of the proposed building 
ia finalized, 

We start this study by applying an accepted library formula to 
determine minimum space requirements for library services in a main library 
building, (Public fea maa rooms, if desired, are planned in addition to 
the minimum space requirements, ) 

This is the V 5 C formula that determines the space needed to house 
books and related materials (V), to seat patrons (S), and to accommodate 
the library's operations based on the number of books to be circulated (C). 


Standards for public libraries in the 100,000 to 200,000 population 


range call for: Vigo County 115,000 Population
